The Secretary of the War Office makes the 
following announcement :— : 

It has been decided to amend the instructions 
which were issued by the esting, Braye ES 
ing the grant of! the Silver to 
and other of the Imperial Military Forces who, 
having served since the 4th August, 1914, had, 
on account of old age or physical infirmity 
arising from wounds or sickness caused by mill 
tary service, in the case of officers, retired, or 
relinquished their commissions, in the case of 
men being discharged from the Army, or m 
the case of the others mentioned below, relin- 
quished their military employment. 

Under amended conditoins any of the indi- 
viduals who may have retired, relinquished 
their commissions or military employment, or 
have been discharged from the Army on 
account of old age, wounds, or sickness, are 
eligible for the award of the Badge, provided 
the disability renders them unfit for any 
further military service, and that the claims 
are approved by the Army Council. Soldiers 
who have been discharged from the Army since 
the 4th August, 1914, under Paragraph 392 
(xxi.) King's Regulations, and are ineligible for 
any further mulitary service on account of 
wounds, sickness, or age, may be granted the 
Badge provided that the claims are approved 
by the Army Council. 

A revised leaflet containing full instructions 
as to whom application should be made is avail- 
able at all post offices.

relatively few in number; but they are 
the most highly educated and, perhaps, 
the wealthiest class in the country, and 
they have a large influence in both Houses 
of the Imperial Parliament. Two facts, 
we think, cannot be denied. One is that 
the Southern Unionists must have an im- 
portant voice in any Irish settlement: 
this was proved by the break-down of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s negotiations, in which 
they were not consulted.‘ The other is 
that they must be a leading factor in the 
success or failure of any agreed experiment 
in Irish government. For these reasons 
their attitude to the problem of settlement 
is a matter of national importance. Lord 
Midleton defipged that attitude in clear 
and candid terms. . The first condition of 
Southern Unionist agreement to any form 
of settlement is, of course, an assurance 
firm and just government. The 
second condition is the abandonment 
of the Home Rule Act which is 
now on the Statute Book. The war 
has blown its financial scheme into atoms, 
and recent events have proved that its 
“ safeguards’ would be worthless. Another 
condition is that Ireland must prove her 
fitness for self-government by taking her

—and, perhaps, the most important of all 
—is that any settlement which may be 
reached shall be a settlement for the whole 


“The assent of Ulster to the exclusion of 
six counties could not be binding on the 
Alliance. They objected to the partition 
of Ireland.” These are the terms of the 
Unionists of Leinster, Munster, and Con- 
naught. They are perfectly satisfied with 
the Act of Union, but, if they are asked 
to surrender it, the world now knows the 
irreducible minimum of their demand— 
good government, assurances of active 
loyalty, a settlément which will respect all 
interests, and an undivided Ireland. 

No sane person will suppose that a 
settlement is brought nearer by the publi- 
cation of the Southern Unionist terms. 
On the contrary, its immediate result is 
to throw into high relief a formidable 
difference of opinion between Unionist 
Ulster and the rest of Unionist Ireland, 
If this, indeed, were the only difficulty, 
it might be overcome by patience and 
patriotism, put an even greater diffi- 
culty remains. During the last two 
years Mr. Dillon has been the real 
leader of the Nationalist Party, and, 
for all purposes of political negotia- 
tion between Irish Unionists and 
Nationalists, the Nationalist Party repre- 
sents Nationalist Ireland. At this moment 
the party, through its de facto leader, is 
frankly out of touch with Imperial interests. 
It refused to encourage recruiting for the 
war. It made the vilest attacks on Eng- 
lish soldiers who fulfilled, with the 
strictest moderation, a most painful duty 
in Ireland. It refused to condemn the 
treachery and bloodshed of the rebellion, 
and embarrassed the conduct of the war 
by its frantic attempts to conciliate Eng- 
land’s bitter enemies in this country. Mr. 
Dillon went to Swinford on Tuesday and 
made a speech which every decent Irish- 
man has read with shame and anger. He 
was introduced by a Roman Catholic 
clergyman, who recommended him by say- 
ing that his “hands were clean” in the 
matter of recruiting. He proceeded to 
justify this eulogy by declaring that “he 
had never set foot on a recruiting plat- 
form, and he never would.” He did not 
say actually that young Irishmen ought 
not to join the Army, but he did say that, 
after a certain period in the war, he “ gave 
no further encouragement to any of our 
men to enlist.’’ The whole speech was 
rancorous, venomous, malignant, the 
speech of a man who has learned nothing 
and forgotten nothing in fifty years of 
political agitation—and it represents the 
official Nationalist attitude to Irish 
Unionists and to Ireland’s war. We say 
the “official” Nationalist attitude because 
it is quite obvious that, with the consent 
of the Nationalist Party and Press, Mr. 
Dilion has deposed Mr. Redmond from 
the leadership. At Swinford he repudiated 
Mr. Redmond s recruiting policy coram 
populo, and for many months the whole 
party has given the approval of silence to 
his speeches. Southern Unionists cannot, 
and will not, negotiate with Mr. Dillon. 
Every new word that falls from his bitter 
tongue confirms Ulster in her resolution to 
shut the gates of Derry on mankind. 

There are moderate and far-seeing men 
in Nationalist Ireland, and we think that 
the Nationalist Party is not wholly want- 
inginsuch men. How long do they propose 
to carry the fatal incubus of Mr. Dillon’s 
retrograde leadership? We have said that 
the announcement of the Southern 
Unionists’ terms is not likely to hasten 
the physical achievement of a settlement. 
In another sense, however, it may have 
good results. The moderate elements in 
Nationalist politics know now that 
Southern Unionists are not less moderate 
than themselves. They desire the good 
of all Ireland, and are ready to make 
sacrifices to that end. The very thought 
of the mutilation of their motherland is 
intolerable to them. Is Nationalist Ire- 
land content with a policy which not 
merely hardens the stubborn soul of Ulster 
against Home Rule, but makes utterly 
impossible any sort of negotiation between 
moderate Unionists and moderate Nation- 
alists south of the Boyne? The Southern 
Unionists ask for a guarantee of good and 
loyal government, for the abandonment of 
the impossible Home Rule Act, for assur- 
ances that their interests and convictions 
will be respected. Mr. Dillon cannot 
advocate loyal government or ask Ireland 
to take her share in the war without 
alienating his friends among the ex- 
tremists. He clings to the out-of-date 
Home Rule Act. The faintest signs of 
tolerance and statesmanship are wholly 
absent from his speeches. We repeat Mr. 
Duke's postulate that any settlement must 
be made in Ireland, and we aid a postu- 
‘late of our own—that no settlement is 
conceivable so long as Mr. Dillon leads 
the Nationalist Party. The Southern 
Unionists, through their official organisa- 
tion, have gone as far as they could go— 
farther, perhaps, than most people ever 
expected them to go. The next overture 
must come from the Nationalists. If they 
want a settlement, they must find a leader 
with whom Irish Unionists can negotiate. 
So long as, under Mr. Dillon's leadership, 
they sit. all silent and all damned,” Irish 
Unionists will be compelled to concentrate 
their attention on securing what Mr. Duke 
has promised to them—peace, order, and 
justice under the present government of 
Ireland.

East Africa. 


The publication of the despatch from 
General Smuts, and his relinquishment 
of the command in East Africa to 
attend the Imperial Conference, mark 
the virtual completion of the conquest of 
Germany's last Colony. The Germans 
have now lost every healthy and valuable 
part of it with one exception. They are 
penned in a small area in the south-east 
corner, with the alternatives of surrender 
and annihilation before them whenever it is 
thought advisable to draw in the cordon. 
That is the net result of the brilliant cam- 
paign conducted by General Smuts during 
the seven months between the end of 
March and the end of October, when this 
despatch closes. It wilhtake rank as, per- 
haps, the most successful achievement 
in tropical warfare. Its conditions, of 
course, were utterly dissimilar from those 
of the warin Europe. The areas involved 
were even greater, while the forces engaged 
were relatively small—relatively, for 
General Smuts had under his direct com- 
mand three complete divisions, and the 
Germans, besides a nucleus force of whites, 
disposed of several thousands of well. 
trained and equipped natives, with an 
ample supply of artillery and machine- 
guns. General Smuts’s strategy was 
of the boldest kind. The operations 
preceding those with which the despatch 
deals had effected no more than a 
Í bare entrance into the vast and largely 
unknown enemy territory, The circum- 
stances suggested a parallel with the cam- 
paign in South-West Africa. In both 
cases two lines of railway from the coast 
existed, and in South-West Africa the in- 
vasion followed them closely. The parallel] 
did not hold, however, in the case of East 
Africa. In the first place, the railways 
were not, as in South-West Africa, the 
essential arteries of the Colony's life, with 
little but desert away from them. East

made difficult a landing at Dar-es-Salaam, 

| the coast terminus of the chief railway, 
and the coast region, moreover, is malarial 
after the rains. In these circumstances, 
General Smuts boldly launched an attack 
from the frontier into the heart of the 
trackless interior. It was a move attended 
by great risk, but it succeeded. . The main 
German forces were strung’ out along the 
frontier mountains in strong positions. 
Leaving them severely alone, General 
Smuts. threw General van Deventer’s 
division round their flank, and in four 
weeks this flying column had penetrated to 
the interior two hundred miles in their 
rear. Now came the critical phase. The 
rains wiped out General van Deventer's 
communications, and short rations and 
disease decimated his division. The Ger- 
mans, working on interior lines and hav- 
ing the advantage of railways, concentrated 
superior forces against him. General van 
Deventer gallantry maintained himself 
“in the air”; and his successful resist- 
ance decided the campaign. When the 
rains ceased and communication was re- 
stored his command was reinforced. The 
rest of the campaign consisted in the 
successful hustling of the enemy, with 
only one smal] reverse to the British arms, 
by these two columns, together with the 
‘Belgian column from the north-west, down 
into the south-east corner, where forces 
from Northern Rhodesia and Portuguese 
forces from Mozambique completed the 
ring around- them. The masterly scheme 
was that of General Smuts ; but only the 
superb qualities of his men, marching and 
fighting through dense jungle, overworked 
and underfed, but always ready for their 
almost superhuman tasks, ensured its 
success. 


Shopping Credit. 


The drapery trade in England appears 
to be the first large trade to receive “ sug- 
gestions” from the new Suggestions Office 
of the National Service Department, Every 
retail trade will await with interest the 
drapers’ response to the suggestions, for 
these are such as might equally be 
made to other trades. The most note- 
worthy is that credit accounts between 
retail drapers and the public should be 
discontinued temporarily ; and the trade is 
further asked to consider the curtailment 
of window-dressing and the abolition of 
delivery of parcels under 14lb. weight. 
The Department expresses no opinion on 
the proposals, and, at present, merely in- 
vites the views of the trade as to the possi- 
bility of change on the suggested lines. 
Its letter will be discussed by the Drapers’ 
Chamber of Trade. Hitherto the 
Government has failed to devise an 
effectual means of dissuading people from 
buying whatever they find themselves able 
to buy, and it cannot be disputed that the 
national interests demand that no reason- 
able means of checking unnecessary ex- 
penditure shall be neglected. It is un- 
fortunate that suggestions to retailers to 
reduce their trade must have the appear- 
ance of an invitation to them to cut their 
own throats, with the chance that a few 
would decline to do it, to the great advan- 
tage of their business health. Nothing 
short of a Window-Dressing Control Board, 
we fancy, would ensure justice and pro- 
tection for the man who interpreted his 
patriotig duty strictly, as against the man 
who believed it to be his duty to do as much 
business as possible. Besides, the draper 
is. not ass that the profits which he 
declines will not go to some quarter which 
has escaped the evo of the Sugges- 
tions Office. These are points which the 
drapers would be foolish not to consider. 
It is, however, of the suggested discon- 
tinuance of credit that they are talking 
most. Universal cash trading would be 
an ideal thing for them, if only the simple 
difference between cash and credit had to 
be considered. Monthly and quarterly 
accounts are a convenience to customers 
rather than to traders. As to credit 
and extravagance, it is remarked that 
extravagant buying is done less by 
regular customers who have credit 
accounts than by occasional customers, 
who, as such, are not in the books. The 
drapers have not returned an absolute 
non possumus, but these are their criti- 
cisms of the proposals,

More than a month the Admiralty 
warned us that a German raider had been 
sighted in the North Atlantic. News has 
come to hand of the depredations com- 
mitted by this vessel, and it is in the 
form of a heavy list of sunken and de- 
stroyed ships. Four big liners are among 
the number, and four other British vessels 


are included. This is the news of the 


raided ; possibly we shall soon have news 
of the raider. The Admiralty in sending 
out its warning message is certain to have 
taken the necessary precautions to secure 
that the raider meets with the fate of the 
Moewe and the Greif. 

When President Wilson’s Note to the 
belligeren 
that it afforded a magnificent opportunity 
for the display of Mr. Balfour's rare gift 
of dialectic. As the reply was, of neces- 
sity, a joint document, the Foreign Secre- 
tary had only an advisory part in its pre 
paration. But in his covering letter to 
the British Ambassador at Washington he 
has had full scope for his remarkable 
powers. As a detailed statement of the 
reasons why an unquestionable victory for 
the Allies*is an indispensable condition 
of the fulfilment of Precident Wilson’s 
ideals it is the most convincing document 
that has yet been published. 

A peculiar interest attaches to the 
passage ‘relating to Turkey. Mr. Bal- 
four’s first notable experience of diplomacy 
was at the Berlin Congress of 1878, when 
he acted as private secretary to his uncle, 
Lord Salisbury, who then held the Foreign 
Secretaryship. On that occasion, as Lord 
Salisbury afterwards confessed, Great 
Britain put her money on the wrong horse, 
but. one can gather from Mr. Balfour's 
reference that he still has a notion that 
the investment would not have been such 
a bad one if the animal had been fairly 
ridden by su uent British jockeys. He 
makes it quité clear, however, that, left to 
itself, or, still more, with a Uhlan in the 
saddle, the Turkish steed is a danger to 
Europe, of which we must be rid. 

It is indicative of the feeling here 
towards Greece and its King that the news 
that the Allies’ demands had been accepted 
was received with scepticism. The an- 
nouncement is definite, and the solution 
must be regarded as satisfactory, but few 

ople feel happy about the situation until 
icing Constantine has been rendered power- 
less to attack the Allies at Salonika in the 
rear. It is probable that the Allies will 
take immediate steps to see that the de- 
mands are carried out in their entirety. 

When the German Minister of Finance 
says that, in spite of the blockade, nobody 
is starving in Germany, he is probably 
telling the literal truth; but it may be 
doubted whether his words will bring much 
comfort to the many thousands of German 
families which, though not actually starv- 
ing, are, nevertheless, on very short 
commons. The speech is probably intended 
to disprove the belief current in America 
that the Chancellor’s peace proposals were 
the outcome less of a lofty mind than of 
an empty stomach. For the prevalence of 
this belief the Germans have only them- 
selves to thank. At a time when food was 
much more abundant in Germany than it 
is now, their agents were “making the 
poor face” in the United States and try- 
ing to enlist American sympathy for their 
ouniuanian campaign by declaring that it 
was only a retaliation for Britain's 
blockade, which was starving their women 
and children. Now it suits them to assert 
the opposite, but it is too late. 

From a neutral traveller recently re 
turned from Germany I have what is, per- 
haps, a correct view of the situation. 
According to his account, there is no 
general shortage of food in the Empire at 
present, but there is a scant supply in 
many localities, chiefly owing to the faulty 
distribution. This is mainly due to three 
causes. One is the greedimess of the 
landéd proprietors, who exercise an alto- 

ther undue amount of influence oh the 
jovernment. The second is the demand 
of Berlin and other large towns, which is 
satisfied at the.expense of the smaller 
towns and villages. The third is the 
shortage and inferiority of the rolling- 
stock on the railways. 

This last cause is, perhaps, the most 
important of the three. The German rail- 
ways have been subjected to an altogether 
abnermal strain since the war began, 
owing to the necessity of rushing troops 
backwards and forwards to the various 
fronts. There is a lack of lubricants, due 
to the o tion of the British blockade 
and to the enormous consumption of oil 
and fats for the manufacture of ammuni- 
tion, and this has meant increased wear 
and tear for the rolling stock. Repairs 
are more rapidly needed than in ce 
time, yet they are much more slowly 
executed owing to so many = skilled 
mechanics having been put on to the 
manufacture of guns and shells, Conse- 
quently hundreds of engines and thousands 
of wagons are becoming very shaky, and 
it might be said of the Kaisers war 
chariot, as was said of Pharaoh’s, that its 
wheels drave heavily. 

If my informant’s observations are 
correct, it will be interesting to see what 
happens when the Allies begin their great 
concerted offensive some time this year. 
Hitherto, though with increasing difficulty, 
the German General Staff has been able 
to prevent an actual penetration of its 
lines by hurrying men by rail to the 
threatened spot and vt them back 
again as soon as the immediate danger was 
over. But when the attacks come not in 
one place, but in half-a-dozen, will it any 
longer be able, even if the men are still 
available, to get them to the crucial point 
in time to avert disaster? 

Two reports of great significance come 
to hand to-lay from Germany vie Switzer- 
land and Rome. One is that riots have 
been agg: - place on a big scale sn 
Cologne, while the other says that the 
military commandant in Berlin has issued 
a manifesto threatening the people who 
have been giving themselves up to dis. 
orders. It is also rumoured that the 
Reichstag will meet at some other place 
than Berlin. If the latter announcement 
is correct, it shows that the feeling in 
Berlin must ran very high indeed. It will 
be recalled that there were exciting scenes 
when the Reichstag assemb] last 
autumn, many thousands of: people calling 
upon the members for peace.

On the evening of January 15th the Japanese 
steamship Hudson Maru arrived at Pernam- 
buco, carrying on board a master and 237 
of the crews of the lost vessels, which were 
sunk on various dates between the 12th Decem- 
ber and 12th January. 

In addition, the steamship St. Theodore was 
captured and a prize crew put on board, and 
the steamer Yarrowvale was captured and sent 
away, with about 400 men the crews of 
other sunken vessels which were to be landed. 

No further news has been received as to 
their whereabouts.

This afternoon an enemy counter-attack 
was broken up with heavy loss by our 
artillery barrage. The consolidation 
of the new position is. proceeding. 

Important raiding operations were carried 
out by us with complgte success yes- 
terday and to-day in the neighbour- 
hood of Lens. Yesterday, in the late 
afternoon, the German positions south 
of Calonne (west of Lens) were entered 
under cover of a heavy bombardment. 
Our troops reached the enemy support 
line, bombed and destroyed his hee. 
outs, and inflicted many casualties on 
the enemy garrison. Our losses were 
small. A mine was successfully blown 
by us in connection w.th this opera- 
tion. : 

This morning another very successful day- 
light raid was carried out by Canadian 
troops north-east of Calonne. The 
attacking parties entered the enemy’s 
trenches on a front of seven hundred 
yards, and penetrated to a depth of 
three hundred yards, as far as his 
second line. Here also heavy losses 
were inflicted on the enemy, and all 
his dug-outs were completely wrecked. 
One officer and ninety-nine other 
ranks, two machine guns, and a trench 
mortar were captured by us. Our 
artillery and machine. guns co- 
operated very effectively with our in- 
fantry, and our casualties were again 
slight. 

Artillery activity on both sides has con- 
tinued at various places along our 
front. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 

Yesterday's Paris communiqué : — 

In the region of the Somme we repulsed 
during the evening some enemy detach- 
ments which attempted to penetrate into 
our lines east of Cléry and to the south of 
Biaches after the bombardment reported 
yesterday. 

At Les Eparges, after the explosion of 
the Germans launched a small 


hand-to-hand struggle. 
On the heights of the Meuse and in the 


| forest of Aprémont our patrols penetrated 


the enemy lines at several points.

Pennington Sparrow family, of Deal, a family 
which has given a great many officers to the 
British Army and Navy. One of the General’s 
uncles on his mother’s side was the Rev. Pen. 
nington Sparrow, who was a London vicar for 
a great many years. When he was a child he 
earme frequently to this country, and he stated 
it was a great pleasure for him to see Dover 
again when he landed this time, for it reminded 
him of his young days. Many members of hia 
family are living in England now, and he fre- 
quently visited them before the war, spending a 
month or so nearly every year at St. Leonard’s- 
on-Sea. 

Born at Tulle on November 15, 1859, the 
career of General Nivelle was a very straight- 
forward and modest one. Most of his time was 
spent in Algeria, and he took part in the ex- 

dition to China in 1900. Though his merits 
ia been fully recognised by all those who 
knew him, he was only a Colonel when the war 
broke out. He became Brigadier-General in 
October, 1914; in February, 1915, he was put at 
the hetd of the 6lst Infantry Divieien, but he 
was not made a Divisional General before the 
end of 1915. 

As Commander of the Third Army Corps he 
took a prominent part in the defence of Ver- 
dun, and when General Pétain was given com- 
mand of the central group of armies he took 
his place as Commander of the army defending 
the Verdun area. His greatest achievements 
were connected with Verdun. He first took part 
in the defence of the town, and then, pushing 
back the enemy by bold offensive actions, he 
gained the recent victories which thrilled the 
whole world.

PRO-GERMAN REVIVAL IN 
ATHENS PRESS. 


Reuter’s Agency has received the following 
from the Anglo-Hellenic League :— 

Reports of tho presence of General Falken- 
hayn at Larissa continue to arrive, and, hard 
as it is to believe them, it is curious that they 
coincide with the violent outbreak of the 
Athenian Press, not only against the Enientc, 
but, in favour of an alliance with Germany. 

All the chief organs of the Royalist Press, 
Nea, Imera, Chronos, end Scrip, are now in 
full ery, and nothing will satisfy them except 
a full offensive alliance with Germany. 

Among the latest exploits of mercenary bands 
of the German propaganda, it is reported that 
at Karditza all the local authorities have been 
suspended on the charge of favouring the 
Entente. The magistrate, Chief of Police, Jus- 
tace of Peace, and the Inspector of Schools have 
all been arrested, imprisoned, and deprived of 
their offices. These operations have now been 
extended to Janina, where hundreds of arrests 
have taken place, including all the Venezclist 
Deputies and prominent citizens. They are 
accused of high treason and have been sub- 
jected to the worst indignities.

FALKENHAYN’S MYSTERIOUS 
MOVEMENTS. 


Mr. A. Beaumont, the Special Correspondent 
of the Press Association and Daily Telegraph. 
telegraphing from Milan on ‘Tuesday night 
says :-— : 

News received this morning confirms the im- 

ression that the situation both in Austria- 

mens and Germany is such that the war 
will have to be brought to a speedy conclusion 
if a min breakdown of the Central Empires 
is to be avoided. 'The first step is to be a great 
offensive in Macedonia. The Roumanian eam- 
paign has received its check, and is no longer 
progressing as rapidly as had been expected. 

he losses of the combined armies of Mackensen 
and Falkenhayn, it is stated, are such that they 
hardly suffice to keep up an appearance of the 
offensive where they are, and the German artil- 
lery has been worn out in this formidable cam- 
pee No new army can be constituted from 

ackensen’s or Falkenhayn’s reserves for opera- 
tions in Macedonia, as had been contemplated 
six weeks ago after the fall of Bukharest, and, 
yet, it is felt by the egemy that one or other 
of these new affensives must be hastened. To 
fill up the gap, therefore, and prepare the 
Macedonian campaign, the Turks have been 
ordered to supply two divisions, the Bulgarians 
have been informed that they must make their 
maximum effort to supply some new formations. 
and, for the remainder, the recruits in barracks 
and some reserves at various other fronts will 
probably be called upon. The military and 
economical situation is such that Germany and 
Austria cannot let the grass grow under their 
feet. They must act and bestir themselves and 
keep up the spirits of their people, if 
they are to avoid the imminent catastrophe, 
which, at all events, is bound to come. 


FALKENHAYN’S VISIT TO ATHENS. 

General Falkenhayn % reported, in a despatch 
to the Messaggero in Rome, to have succeeded 
in paying a secret visit to Larissa, and to have 
gone to Athens. The object of such a visit to 
King Constantine is plain. It is to see if the 
Greek Army can still be counted upon to 
attack the Allies on the day that a new 
German-Bulgarian army can be got ready to 
undertake an offensive in Macedonia. The 
Germans have not yet abandoned the hope that 
on the day they are ready for an attack they 
will find a valuable ally in King Constantine, 
and hence the necessity of a personal visit on 
the part of such an important delegate as 
General Falkenhayn, whose strange movements 
in connection with the contemplated Mace- 
donian offensive have been nected for the last 
two months. He suddenly disappeared from 
the Headquarters of his own Army, and was 
next heard of in Sofia, where he reviewed some 
fresh Bulgarian troope, and spent several days 
with King Ferdinand. He then seems to have 
visited various points of the Macedonian front, 
and has evidently been busy preparing some 
fresh campaign. It may be remembered, also, 
that in thé month of September an active 
period of recruiting was begun in Hungary, 
eaMing for the whole Landsturm to join, and 
proposing to enlist as “ volunteers’ all that 
art’ of the male population from Uné age of 
7 to 70 which was not vet under arms. A new 
army of some 300,000 men, it was hoped, might 
thus be got up in Hungary alone, and the re- 
sult of this appeal has so far not yet’ become 
known. It may be taken for granted that the 
word “ volunteer ’’ was a mere euphemism, and 
that those who hesitated were with the usual 
drastic brutality compelled to “ volunteer.’’ 
The Austrian and German papers in these davs 
have been hinting that the preparations for 
some great offensive are very nearly complete. 
Prisoners who have surrendered at the Italian 
front recently have confessed that many weeks 
ago they had teen lured with the hope that 


| great reinforcements were not being despatched 


to the Italian front, and the conclusion would be 
that they are destined for the Macedonian 
campaign.

RUSSIANS RECAPTURE

Russian Official.—One of our companies which 
was working south of the village of Jamnitca— 
on the River Bistritga—was exposed to the 
enemy's fire.

The enemy's fire 
was soon stopped. 

Rumanian Front.—In the region of the Bie- 
tritza-Kimpolung Railway the enemy undertook 
an offensive against our position north of Height 
4,285, but as the result of our fire was thrown 
back. 

. The enemy attacked the Rumanians south- 
west of Pralea, 19 versis south of the confluence 
of the Rivers Kasino and Trotus, but by «a 
counter-attack he was driven back in disorder. 
‘Our detachments, by a night attack, sue- 


| ceeded in driving the Germans out of Gerleschi, 


south-west of the mouth of the River Rimnik, 
capturing two machine guns, but as the result 
of a counter-attack by superior enemy forces 
we were obliged to withdraw from the captured 
village. The German attacks south-east of Ger- 
leschi were checked by our fire. Our detach- 
ments, after artillery preparation, gained, by 
storm, the village of Vadeni (10 verste south- 
east of Galatz). 

The enemy, having received reinforcementa, 

and assisted by an artillery drum fire, himeelf 
took tho offensive with the object of regaining 
the village. His dense formations which came 
under our concentrated fire suffered great losses, 
and failed to reach our trenches. 
German Official.—Front of Archdake Joseph. 
—In the Eastern Carpathians the German 
Jaegers, attacking Coman, north of the Golden 
Bistritza, brought in several Russians and a 
machine gun from the enemy trenches. Be- 
tween the Kasino and the Susita valley, the 
Russians and Rumanians fiercely continued 
their attacks with heavy nmiasses of men against 
the height positions, which were snatched from 
them in recent fiPhting. On one summit they 
succeeded in gaining a footing. At all other 
points they were repulsed, with heavy losses. 

Army Group of von Mackensen.—In_ the 
marshy lowland between Braila and Galate ad- 
vanced Turkisif posts near Vadeni have been 
withdrawn before superior enemy forces, accord- 
ing to orders issued to the main covering lines. 
On the right of Laburtea some advanced Rus- 
sian units were brought to a halt by our artil- 
lery fire. 

Bulgarian Official—On the Rumanian front 
artillery on the right bank of the Danube set 
fire to a railway station, and bombarded the 
road Movileri-Galatz-Deurozulesti, where a 
movement. of troops was observed. Up to the 
present, near Isaccea, our artillery has sunk 
seven enemy barges and a small torpedo boat. 

Austrian Official—Army Group of von 
Mackensen—Near Vadeni advanced Ottoman 
covering troops were withdrawn to the main 
covering line before superior enemy forces. 
Enemy attack on positions about two kil- 
metres west of Vadeni was stopped by our 
curtain fire. 

Army Group of Archduke Joseph—Between 
the Kasino and Susita valleys the Russians 
and Rumanians commenced an attack with 
strong forces.

DURABLE PEACE.

ALLIES’ VICTORY AN 
ESSENTIAL CONDITION 


MR. BALFOUR’S NOTE TO 
AMERICA. 
NO TREATY WITH TREATA- 
BREAKERS, 


THE EXPULSION OF THE 


TURK. 


The following despatch from Mr. Balfour, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to the 
British Ambassador at Washington, communt- 
cated by him to the United States Government 
on Tuesday (January 16th), was officially issued 
last night :— 

“Sirn,—In sending you a translation of the 
Allied Note, 1 desire to make the following 
observations, which you should bring to the 
notice of the United States Government. I 
gather from the general tenor of the Presi- 
dential Note that, while he is animated by an 
intense desire that peace should come soon, 
and that when it comes it should be lasting, 
he does not, for the moment at least, concern 
himself with the terms on which it should be 
arranged. His Majesty’s Government entirely 
share the President's ideals, but they feel 
strongly that the durability of the peace must 
lar gá depend on its character, and that, no 
stable system of international relations can be 
built on foundations which are essentially and 
hopelessly defective. 

“ Thig becomes clearly apparent if we con- 
sider the main conditions which rendered pee 
sible the calamities from which the world is 
now suffering. These were the existence of a 
Great Power consumed with the lust of domi- 
nation in the midst of a community of nations 
ill-prepared for defence, plentifully supplied, 
SÉ AT 8 with international laws, but with no 
machinery for enforcing them, and weakened 
by the fact that neither the boundaries of the 
various States nor their internal constitution 
harmonised with the aspirations of their con- 
stituent races or secured to them just and 
equal treatment. That this last evil would 
be greatly mitigated if the Allies secured the 
changes in the map of Europe outlined in their 
joint Note is manifest, and I need not labour 
the point. 


EXPULSION OF THE TURK. 

‘It has been argued, indeed, that the expul- 
sion of the Turks from Europe forms no proper 
or logical part of this general scheme. The 
maintenance 6f the Turkish Empire Was during 
many generations regarded by statesmen o 
world-wide authority as essential to the main- 
tenance of European peace. Why, it is asked, 
should the cause of peace be now associated 
with a complete reversal of this traditional 
policy, and the answer is that circumstances 
have now completely changed. 

‘Tt is unnecessary to consider now whether 
the creation of a reformed Turkey mediating 


between hostile races in the Near East was a | 


scheme which, had the Sultan been . sincere 
and the Powers united, could ever have been 
realised. It certainly cannot be realised now 
that the Turkey of “ union and progress "’ is at 
least as barbarous and is far more tAos 
than the Turkey of the Sultan Abdul Hamid. 
In the hands of Germany, it has ceased, even 
in appearance, to be a bulwark of peace, and 
is openly used as an instrument of conquest. 
Under German officers, Turkish soldiers are now 
fighting in lands from which they had long 
been expelled, and a Turkish Government con- 
trolled, subsidised, and supported by Germany, 
has been guilty of massacres in Armenia and 
Syria bes bisiúla than any recorded in the his- 
tory even of these unhappy countries. Evidently 
the interests of peace and the claims of 
nationality alike require that Turkish rule over 
alien races should, if possible, be brought to 
an end, and.we may hope that the expulsion of 
Turkey from Europe will contribute as much 
to the cause of pence as the restoration of 
Aleace-Lorraine to France, of the Italian Irre- 
denta to Italy, or any of the other territorial 
changes indicated in the Allied Note. 


SECURITY FOR THE FUTURE. 

“ Evidently, however, such territorial rear- 
rangements, though they may diminish the 
occasions of wat, provide no sufficient security 
against its recurrence. If Germany, or rather 
those in Germany who mould its opimons and 
control its destinies, again set out to dominate 
the world, they may find that by the aigeult, 

things the adv in m ifFeult, 
Ba herdiy that it 1 ide yam ple. Tiley 
may still have ready to their hand a pe 
system, organised through and through on a 
military basis ; they may still accumulate vast 
stores of military equipment; they may still per- 
fect their methods of attack so that their 
more pacific neighbours will be struck down 
before they can prepare thomselves for defence. 
If so, Europe, when the war is over, will be far 
poorer in men, in money, and in mutuel good- 
will than it was when the war began. But it 
will not be safer, and the hopes for the future 
of the world entertained by the President will 
he as far off as ever from fulfilment. There 
are those who think that for this disease inter- 
national treaties and international laws may 
provide a sufficient cure, but such persons have 
ill learned the lessons so clearly taught by 
recent history. i 


ARBITRATION TREATY SCHEMES. 

“While other nations, notably the United 
States of America and Britain, were striving by 
treaty of arbitration to make sure that no 
chance quarrel should mar the peace they 
desired to make perpetual, Germany stodd aloof. 
Her historiang and philosophers preached the 
splendours of war; power was proclaimed as 
the true end of the Btate; the General Staff 
forged with untiring industry the weapons by 
which, at the appointed moment, power might 
be achieved. These facts proved clearly enough 
that treaty arrangements for maintaining peace 
were not likely to find much favour at Berlin, 
They did not prove that such treaties once 
made would be utterly ineffectual. This became 
evident only when war had broken out. Though 
the demonstration when it came was over- 
whelming, so long as Germany remains the Ger- 
many which, without a shadow of justification, 
over-ran and barbarously ill-treated a country 
it was pledged to defend, no State can regard 
its vie as gecure if they have no better pro- 
tection than a solemn treaty. 


METHODS OF BARBARISM. 

“The case is made worse by the reflection 
that those mothods of ealculated brutality were 
designed by the Central ‘Powers not merely to 
pores to the dust those with whom they were 
still at peace. Belgium was not only a victim: 
it was an example. Neutrals were intended to 
note. the outrages which accompanied ita con- 
quest; the reign of terror which followed on 
its occupation; the deportation of a portion of 
ite population; the cruel oppression of the re- 
mainder. And lest nations happily protected 
either by British Fleets or by their own from 
German armies should suppose themselves safe 
from German methods, the submarine has 
(within ite limite) assiduously imitated the bar- 
baric practicos of the sister service. The war 
stafls of the Central Powers are well content to 
horrify the world if, at the same time, they 
can terrorise it. 

“f“If, then, the Central Powers succeed, it will 
be to methods like these that they will owe 
their success. How can any reform of inter- 
national relations be based on a peace thus ob- 
tained? Such a peace would represent the 
triumph of all the forces which make war cer- 
tain and make it brutal. It would advertise 
the futility of all the methods on which civilisa- 
tion relies to eliminate the occasions of inter- 
national dispute and to mitigate their férocity. 

“Germany and Austria made the present was 
inevitable by attacking the rights of one small 
State, and they gained their initial triumphs by 
violating the treaty-guaranteed territories of 
another. Are emall States going to find in them 
their future protectors, or in treaties made by 
them a bulwark against aggression? Terrorism 
by land and sea will have proved itself the in- 
strument of victory. Are the victors likely to 
abandon it on the appeal of the neutrals? If 
existing treaties are no more than scraps of 
paper, can fresh treaties help us? If the viola- 
tion of the most fundamental canons of inter- 
national law be crowned with success, will it 
not be in vain that the assembled nations 
rofit 
by their rules but the criminals who break 
them. It is those who keep them that will 


suffer. 
THREE CONDITIONS, 

“Though, therefore, the people of this country 
share to She full the desire of the President for 
peace, they do not believe that peace can be 
durable if it be not based on the success of the 
Allied cause; for a durable peace can hardly 
be expected unless three conditions are fulfilled.

LORD MIDLETON’® SPEECH. i 

Viscount Midleton, whe received a cordial 
greeting, expressed appreciation of the high 
honour which had been accorded him by his 
election as Chairman. No one could be more 
conscious than he of the loss they had sus- 
tained by the resignation of Lord Barrymore. 
From the earliest days of serious political 
trouble in Ireland, thirty years ago, Lord 
Barrymore had been one of the foremost of 
those who fought on behalf of the Union, for 
the rights of property and good government, 
and it was well: known that the organisation 
which he set on foot for combating the Land 
League was the most successful effort ever 
made in Ireland against that rapacious and 
tyrannical Association. (Hear, hear.) | All 
Unionists owed him a deep debt of gratitude 
for hia self-denying efforts on behalf of right, 
justice, and the Union. He (the Chairman) was 
well aware that.-he had very little title to 
follow Lord Barrymore, but from his earliest 
days his interest in Ireland had been of the 
greatest, and whatever service ho could do to 
the Lrish Unionist Alliance would be regarded 
by him as a small return for the honour which 
had been paid him. Since his appointment a 
deputation of the Alliance had waited on Mr. 
Duke and laid before him the anxiety with 
which they viewed the attitude of the Govera- 
ment to recent events in Lreland, (Cheers. ) 
Mr. Duke had assured them that he was deter- 
mined at all hazards to preserve peace and 
order in Ireland. They fervently hoped that 
the country would not be allowed to relapse 
into the condition into which it had fallen 
under Mr. Birrell. (Hear, hear.) But they 
could not merely rely upon Mr. Duke as an 
individual, but rather as representing the Go- 
vérument of which he was a member. They 
expected much of the present Government as 
compared with its predecessor. Mr. Asquith's 
Government treated Ireland as if it were a 
mere appendage to the votes of Irish members, 
and principles were locked in a dark closet 
while they fumbled for these votes. (Hear, 
hear.) 

THE HOME RULE ACT. 


They welcomed the new Government, and 
they were sanguine of a sounder policy. The 
Home Rule Bill of 1914 was talked of as a 
panacea for Irish troubles. It figured as such 
in every speech and resolution for consumption 
in America and the Colonies. But the bill was 
now as much out of date as Grattan’s Parlia- 
ment. If it were brought now imto operation 
it could settle nothing, and would unsettle 
everything. (Hear, hear.) The whole sub- 
stratum on which it had been based— 
that it was supported by four-fifths of 
tho Irish representation—was cut away. if 
there were an election to-morrow Mr. Redmond 
would probably not be able to return moro than 
forty of tia followers. Hven the nerotiations of 
Mr. Lloyd George were gut of date. Last July 
Mr. Redmond recognised that the whole of Ire- 
land could not be brounght under the: bill, be- 
cause Ulster would not consent. To-day Mr. 
Redmond dared not cut off one part of Ireland 
from the whole. These facts were not lost 
upon England. It was now beginning to be re- 
alised that the anti-English feeling which the 
Irish Party had fostered for thirty years had 
produced dangerous results to the Empire, and 
resentment at the heavy burden cast upon 
England by the refusal of the Irish leaders to 
accept conscription was causing feeling to har- 
den against concessions to the Nationalists. 
(Cheers.) 

CONDITIONS. AND GUARANTEES. 


The first plank in the Unionist platform, 
‘f negotiations were again commenced, must 
be the disappearance of the Home Rule Bill, 
and, if there was to be any settlement, it must 
be on different lines. Beyond this, if they were 
asked to make any satrifice, it should only be 
on the certainty that there would be firm 
government in Ireland. (Hear, hear.) There 
was much lee-way to make up. Successive 
blunders had been made since the outbreak of 
last April—Mr. Asquith’s visit and his greeting 
to men recently associated with murder; the 
assumption of a general desire for a concordat 
when none existed; the deference to ill-informed 
American opinion; the fears that, if Mr. Lloyd 
George's negotiations failed, there would be 
outbreaks, whereas the failure was received 
with relief throughout Ireland; the recent re- 
moval of General Maxwell and release of the 
prisoners—ell these showed indecision and 
tended to unrest. Irish Unionists could not be 
backward in making sacrifices for the good of 
the Empire. There was every reason why they 
should show an united front to the enemy, but 
none Whatever why they should show a united 
back to the Sinn Feiners. (Cheers.) Any de- 
mand made upon Irish Unionists must be ac- 
companied by guarantees that there would be 
firm government and an assertion of the law 
in every part of Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 

Three points were clear :— 

(1) That under ne circumstances could 
Unionists consent that the bill of 1914 should 
be put in force during the war or before a 
General Election. (Cheers.) 

(2) That the assent of Ulster to the exclusion 
of six counties could not be binding on the 
Alliance. They objected to the partition of 
freland. (Cheers.) 

(5) That they desired the utmost participation 
of Ireland in the war. (Cheers.) 

Others could speak with more authority than 
he as to how compulsion, if adopted, would be 
received in different parts of the country. He 
yielded to no one in his admiration of the 
achievement of Irish troops or in his apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Redmond’s recruiting efforts, but it 
was useless to pretend that Ireland had done 
her share, and it was not a mere question of 
equality of sacrifice, for the 150,000 men avail- 
able in Ireland were all needed at the Front 
and must somehow be got. (Cheers.) The out- 
look was tangled, but there was no reason for 
despair. The experience of the past had justi- 
fled the prophecies of Unionista as to the means 
by which Ireland could attain prosperity, which 
no amount of Nationalist declamation could 
impugn. They had, therefore, some right to be 
listened to. 

They might have diffeult, perhaps dangerous, 

times to go through, but they would face them 
with the determination to assist the Govern- 
ment to win the war, and to prevent them from 
doing in a hurry things which could not pos- 
sibly help the war, tut which might seriously 
interfere with the prosperity of Ireland and 
(Cheers.) 


MILLTARY SERVICE. 

It was proposed br Sir Henry Blake, .and 
seconded by the Earl of Kenmare, that the fol- 
lowing resolution, unanimously adopted by the 
Executive Committee on the 18th Oct>er, 1916, 
be re-affirmed:—" As it is unjust to wthhold 
from our Irish divisions engaged in the war 
that support which is abe to the troops from 
the other parts of the United Kingdom, we eon- 
sider that the provisions of the Military Service 
Act should be extended to Ireland, so that the 
losses sustained by the Irish divisions may be 
replaced by Irishmen.”

THE SUPPLY OF SEEDS AND 
MANURES. 


The following cireular letter has been ad- 
dressed by the Irish Local Government Board 
to every Rural District Council in Ireland :— 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
17th January, 1917. 
SEED POTATOES, OATS, AND MANURE’ 
SUPPLY. 


Sir,—I am directed by the Local Government 
Board for Ireland to state, for the information 
of the Rural District Council, that, in view of 
the importance of increasing the food supply in 
the country during the continuance of the war, 
the Government have decided to afford facilities 
for the supply of seed potatoes, seed oats, and 
artificial manure to the occupiers of small hold- 
ings and of labourers’ cottages in the various 
districts who are willing to sow an increased 
area of their land in potatoes or oats, or who, 
owing to the shortage of last season s crop, are 
unabie to obtain a gufficient supply of seed. 
OCCUPIERS OF LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 

I am accordingly to state that the Rural Dis- 
trict Council may, with consent of the Local 
Government Board, borrow from. the Govern- 
ment or, pending legislation, from their Trea- 
surer such amount as may be necessary to pro- 
vide for the cost of supplying seed potatoes, 
oats, and manure to the occupiers of labourers’ 
cotiages in their district. The cost of such 
supply, together with the administrative ex- 
penses of distribution, to be apportioned over 
the total number of labourers obtaining the 
seed, and charged in the weekly rent, payable 
after the Ist October next by each occupier 
who has obtained a supply. The maximum 
supply of potatoes, oats, and artificial manure 
to each individual occupier of a labourer’s cot- 
tage shall not exceed :— : 

(a) 5 ewt. of potatoes. 

(5) + ai oats. 

(ce) 2 et. artificial manure. 

OCCUPIERS OF SMALL HOLDINGS. 

The Rural District Council may, subject to 
the sanction of the Local Government Board 
also 
Government for the purpose of providing seed 
potatoes, oais, and manure to the occupier of 
any small holding, provided that the valuation 
of the holding of such occupier (land and build- 
ings combined) does not exceed £10 per annum. 

can only be supplied to occupiers who in- 
tend to sow increased areas in potatoes and 
oats, or who are without a sufficient supply of 
seed owing to the shortage of last season a crop. 
The price charged for seed so distributed must 
include the administrative expenses of distribu- 
tion, and the amount due by each occupier 
shall be returned by the Clerk of the Rural 
District Council to the County Council, who 
shall collect it as an addition to the poor rate 
next year. It is, of course, understood that the 
District Council will undertake all the work in 
connection with the distribution of seed and 
‘manure to purchasers. marimum amount 
which can be supplied to any individual occupier 
shall be :— i i 

(a) 12 cwt. of potatoes. 

(b) á ii oats. 

(c) 6 »  rtificial manure. 

As regards occuplers of both labourers’ cot- 
tages and small holdings, the supply of seed is 
to be put up as follows :— 

(a) Potatoes, 1 ewt. bags. 

(b) Oats for labourers’ plots, : cwt. bags. 

(e) Oats for amall occupiers, 1 ewt. bags. 

(d) Artificial manure, 2 ewt. ba 

I am to call the special attention of the 
Council to the fact that where it is deemed 
necessary to take advantage of the arrange- 
ments outlined above, the Council should ascer- 
tail forthWith the wants of both classes of 
occupiers in their district, and should forward 
a return of the quantity of seed and manure 
required to the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland not later than 
the 17th aise and . that Department 
will make all arrangements for the provision of 
seed and manure to the Council. he Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will further arrange to 
earry out inspections of seed which may be 
necessary, both at the place of despatch and at 
the place selected for distribution, in order to 
ascertain that the seed, as delivered, is equal in 
quality to that which the seller has undertaken 
to supply. 

I am to request that you will summon a 
special meeting of the Council, to be held within 
seven days from the receipt of this cireular, in 
order that they may consider the propriety of 
providing eeed and manure in accordance with 
the arrangements indicated herein.—I am, sir,

GERMANY ON THE DOWN 
GRADE. 

The Daily Mail has received from a neutral, 
who has before proved accurate, an uncensored 
account of conditions in Germany. It would be 
no exaggeration to say, declares the writer, that 
one can now see fresh deterioration every week, 
and the pace downhill is getting faster. Both 
the German people and the German Army on 
the Western front have, in the last few months, 
experienced very considerable changes for the 
worse. I have always warned the Allies against 
over-optimism regarding the economic situation 
in Germany, but there really does not seem to 
be much need of warning now. This is the 
first time that I have been im Cologne since 
September, 1914. What a change! I have come 
here from a leisurely tour of more than a dozen 
leading German centres. It is not only my im- 
pression, but that of German friends, who are 
in a position to know the facts as to the food 
supply, that Germany is faced by the prospect 
of being unable t6 continue the struggle, unless, 
as people suggest here, she really raids Den- 
mark or Holland, or both for meat, corn, 
butter, and oil. The position of the general 
population, especially in the towns, large and 
small, is deplorable. Yet it would be a great 
mistake to exaggerate the practical effect of 
the prevailing distress. It seems to me that 
nothing is more strikimg than the way in which 
the docility of all the German tribes— Prussians, 
Saxons, Bavarians, and the rest—positively in. 
creases with the decrease of strength caused by 
the lack of food. 


ELEVEN BROTHERS PERISH

General Smuts explains that the strategy in- 


volved im thé operations preceding the occupa- 


tion of the Kilimanjaro-Aruscha area was de- 


termined for him by the military situation 


which he found existing on his arrival in 
British East Africa in February. It became 
necessary then to study the strategy to be 
followed in the future operatiotis, Prelim. 
nary to this, however, he set about reorganis- 
ing the East African forces not only for the 
vigorous prosecution of the campaign, but also 
“to secure the smooth and harmonious work- 
ing .of a most heterogeneous army, drawn from 
almost all Continents, and speaking a babel of 
languages.” He decided to abolish the two 
divisions formed by his predecessor, and to 
organise his forces into three divisions, two of 
which were to consist of the contingents from 
the Union of South Africa, and the third was 
to include the Indian and other British forces. 
“The Union Divisions were again so organised 
that each should eventually contain a mounted 
and an infantry brigade so as to secure tne 
necessary mobility to enable us to cope more 
expeditiously with the enemy Askari army of 
fleet-footed Africans.”” At the end of March 
the East African Force—apart from lines cf 
communication troops under Brigadier-General 
W. F. 8. Edwards, D.8.0., as Í G.C.ewas or- 
ganised as follows :— 

The First Division, under Major-General A. 
R. Hoskins, O.M.G., D.S.0., comprised the 
First East African Brigade, under Brigadier-- 
General 8. H. Sheppard, D.8.0., and the 
Second East African Brigade, under Brigadier-

The net result of all these operations at the 
moment of writing is that the Germans have 
been driven south over the Central Railway, 
and are now disposed as follows:—in the north- 
east, on the Rufiji river and about 30 miles to 
the north of it; in the west, along or south and 
east of the Great Ruaha river and Ulanga 
rivers. . With the exception of the Mahenge 
plateau, they have lost every healthy or valu- 
able part of their colony. In the east they are 
cut off from the coast, and in the south the 
Portuguese Army has appeared north of the 
Rovuma river, 

There is a warm tribute to the behaviour of 
the troops and to the subsidiary services.

THE WAR LOAN. 

TO THE EDKTOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In connection with the 44 per cent. 
War Loan facilities were given to employers to 
purchase Stock for sale to their employés, re- 
payment being made to them by weekly in- 
stalments of ls. or mofe per £5 Stock. I 
would urge that similar facilities should be 
granted in connection with the 5 per cent. 
Loan. 

I am not aware that any statement has ever 
been made of the amount purchased by the 
working classes by this arrangernent, but it 
was stated that one railway company in Eng- 
land purchased Stock value £20,000 for this 
purpose, and in the stationery trade I know 
that about £14,000 was purchased by six 
firms, including our own purchase of £755, re- 
sold to over eighty persons, £20 Stock being 
the mazimum sold to one person. Stock thus 
sold in small amounts is worth more to the 
State than the same amount subscribed by one 
individual. 

I trust that you will agree that the matter 
is one of importance, and that you will urge 
the Government to take the necessary steps 
without delay.—Yours, etc.,

THE TILLAGE CAMPAIGN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

May 1 venture a few criticisms on the 
new tillage scheme? Like all panic legislation, 
iL seems both crude and wasteful. lu a year 
when machinery, seeds, manures, etc., are at 
famine prices all holders of land are bidden to 
break up one-tenth of the arable land of Lre- 
land, under unknown penalties for failing te do 
so. They are forced to disorganise further the 
agricultural implement manufacturers, already 
swamped with orders and facing a shortage of 
coal, metal, and iabour. They must find 
seeús when such seeds are double their usual 
price. They must seek labour and the ready 
money to pay a big labour bill. Manures are 
necessary, but at present the manufacturers 
cannot even guarantee the average supply and 
quality to old and regular customers. Pilough- 
men and ploughing teams are in many cases 
non-existent. Under these conditions the crop 
must be sowed in a slipshod fashion, and bad 
sowing means sad reaping. 

There are many tillage farmers in Ireland 
with plant, seed, farm manure, and tillage 
staifs available, and capable of much increas- 
ing their usual tillage. All they require is a 
Government guarantee that labour will be 
available at a fair rate to handle the increased 
crop, and that their banks will not refuse to 
help to finance the increased expenditure until 
the crops become marketable. The treatment 
meted out to the industrious farmers of Cooley 
will not encourage others to grow crops for 
what is practically commandeering. 1 am not 
a theorist: I till about forty acres every year 
on tillage land, and it pays. I also farm some 
heavy grass land, the tilling of which would 
land me in the Bankruptey Court, 
the other; the summer stock on the heavy 
grass are my stall-feds for the winter on the 
tillage farm. We are urged to set valuable 
lands in conacre, where no farmyard manure 
is available, and any practical farmer knows 
what ruin to the land this means. 

The Congested Districts Board hold many 
acros of grass land in their hands. They have 
in their employment many hundreds of young 
men all over the country making unnecessary 
roads and drains through deep bogse—work, no 
doubt, beneficial in the piping times of peace. 
They have a large steff of stock-masters, clerks, 
and highly qualified engineers. Why cannot 
they show us this year how to conduct these 
extensive tillage operations successfully, and 
next year we will follow suit? The most extra- 
ordinary thing about the food-stuffs and tillage 
question is that, since the Congested Districts 
Board began their beneficent work in this dis- 
trict, the prices of food-stuff have steadily risen 
in our markets. Some sixteen yoars ago I sold 

icked potatoes at 1s, 74. ewt., and they 
ave risen ever since, Cattle and sheep have 
improved in quality and quantity, but the 
supplies of corn and roots in our marketa are 
even less plentiful than formerly. Of course, 
there are many explanations of this, but a 
propertionate inereaso in tillage has certainly 
not taken place. |

SALMON HATCHERIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—Correspondents in various provincial 
papers have been pointing to the present de- 
plorable condition of the Shannon salmon 
fisheries, which were so very valuable a national 
asset at one time, and asking why this state 
of things has been heretofore allowed to exist 
without any real attempt at remedy. The 
importance of the subject induces me to hope 
for space in your influential paper for this 
letter. 

The cause of thé depletion of salmon in the 
Shannon system is undisputed—namely, the in- 
sufficiency of fry hatched in the spawning 
tributaries yearly, This insufficiency has been 
brought about by two main causes—firstly, the 
want of adequate protection of these small 
waters, where the parent fish and their spawn 
are destroyed wholesale; and, secondly, the 
fact that some of the best spawning grounds 
were eliminated by the large draining schemes 
earried out for the public efit. In view of 
these facts a Parliamentary Commission, gitting 
in 1901, having gone fully into the whole 
goes Bris explicitly recommended as the proper 
and necessary remedy that salmon hatcheries 
on the necessary scale should be established 
forthwith out of public funds. In making this 
recommendation they pointed out that such re- 
stocking of the rivers with ejlmon wae a work 
of great public interest and importance. It 
being recognised by all authorities that 
adequate protection is impracticable for various 
reasons, it is clear that hatcheries are the 
only available remedy. This system has been 
proved over and over again to be thoroughly 
trustworthy and efficient. It has been proved ao 
in America, all over Europe, and in Ireland 
itself. 

In comparison with the return, the sum 
needed is absolutely trifling, as will be seen 
when it ia stated that some £10,000 would 
probably suffice to establish hatcheries capable 
of turning from five to seven million salmon 
fry into the Shannon system yearly, Experts‘ 

i that this number would meet the 
need. The question why no remedial measures 
have been taken, or are being taken, is now 
being asked on all sides. Why was the report 
of | Parliamentary Commission shelved and 
its recommendations disregarded? Can it be 
that the fact is that our official ways hegeto-. 
fore have been much as the ways of the 
sleepy-eyed Chinese mandarian? Can it be 
that the case of the long-neglected Shannon 
ie pretty woll on all fours with that of the 
Bunsen in that lotus-eaters’ land?

1917 A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


The eighteenth shon eneral meeting of 
the Dunlop Rubber Co., ed. was held yester- 
day at 14 Regent street, London, 8.W., Sir 
Arthur Du Oros, Bart,, M.P. (Deputy Chair- 
man and Managing Director), presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. Alfred Du Cros) having 
read the notice convening the meeting and the 
report of the auditors, 

fhe Chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, said that that wag the 
second meeting of the shareholders that had 
been held within the past few weeks, and, as 
on the last occasion, a considerable amount of 
detailed information had been given, he was 
under no necessity of detaining them long that 
day. Generally speaking, the period under re- 
view had been particularly anxious for the 
Board and management. Problem after pro- 
blem had presented itself in a never-ending 
succession—each one apparently more difficult 
than its predecessor. ere had been difficul- 
ties in securing and training a labour force 
which was constantly changing. He might in- 
stance that during the year they had engaged 
7,764 workrpeople, and had lost the services of 
7,144. It had, indeed, been nearly impossible 
to maintain a permanent steff at a strength 
sufficient to carry on the affairs of the company, 
and they were really fortunate in having been 
able to hold their meeting even at so v late 
a date as the present occasion. There had been 
difficulties in obtaining plant and difficulties in 
conducting building operations. The same ap- 
plied to raw materials, in connection with which 
they had had many anxious moments. Failure 
in that direction would, of course, have brought 
their business to a standstill. However, y 
had safeguarded the position of the company 
by accumulating an unusually large stock of 
raw materials amounting to something like half 
a million. The deoppiek of the finis 
had occasioned much difficulty owing to the 
curtailment of railway facilities. In order to 
relieve the position in that. they had 
acquired motor vehicles of the value of nearly 


GROWING PROFITS. 


Again, there had been very great difficulty in 
shipping goods over sea. In order to protect 
the company in that matter they had been 
obliged to take many new depéts ab railway 
centres and at the ports and docks for the pur- 
pose of stori oods. A very great deal of 
valuable time ol also been occupied in supply- 
ing the endless returns required by the Govern- 
ment from ite controlled establishments. All 
these difficulties and many more were more 
acute at the time of speaking than they had 
ever been before. In the face of all that, it 
must be satisfactory to the shareholders to 
know that the profits for the period under re- 
view were greater than those shown in any 
previous balance sheet. Those profits had been 
earned without raising prices the trade or 
to the Government or the public. They had 
been earned, moreover, in spite of the fact that, 
taking everything into consideration, war had 
not only not benefited the company, but, on 
the contrary, had adversely affected it. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION, 


Further, foreign competition had not only been 
keener than ever, but had been most onerous 
and unfair, because of the nearly impossible 
conditions under which British manufacturers 
were working and the abounding prosperity of 
their newtrai eompetitors as & Wetice of 
the war. That state of things with regard to 
foreign eg ey could have been avoided 
without the least detriment to the State if the 
Government had troubled to consult the leaders 
of the indugtry. That circumstance served to 
iJustrate, to his mind, the traditional indiffer- 
ence of certain Government de to 
British commercial interests. owever, the 
year’s results showed that they had ao 
the scope of the company’s business that they 
had been enabled, first, to carry the increased 
cost of that very important item, raw materials 
—not only of rubber, but of every other com- 
modity—the greatly enhanced wages, salaries, 
and working expenses generally, and at the 
same time to increase the profit of the company 
without raising prices. He thought there could 
be few, if any, businesses in country of 
which the same thing could be said. He 
emphasised that point to call attention to the 
fact that if they could maintain their record 
they would not after the war have to face to 
the same extent as others the violent just- 
ments in prices and conditions which would be- 
come necessary in other industries. They would 
more naturally and with less effort resume their 
normal trade under peace conditions. 


THE GERMAN COMPANY,
